^poetic works form another poiant fac- 
tor in the revival of«Irish poetry. His 
unique contributions to poetic feeling 
lie in the dreamlike, hauntin^-other- 
world spirit, which his poetrj- evokes 
"The Wanderings o{ Usheen" and 
"The Crossways" are two of his most 
outstanding pooms. Another out- 
standing poet in this movement was 
the hair critic and liaU novelist, Wil- 
liam Sharp. His interest as a poet Is 
centered almost wholly upon the ex- 
pioration of the spiritual world, re- 
vealed in dreams, and to the body of 
legendarj- lore cosumon to Ireland and 
Scotland. His best in his little poems, 
such as "Day and Xight." To ihcir 
banners the three outstanding revival- 
i.sts called a host of lesser men who 
helped to forward the movement. 
Most important anionpst these are 
Katherine Hlniisun and Lionel John-; 
aon. Synge. although in reality a dra- 
matist, .ilso forwarded the revival of 
poetry.

Builder Explains Features Of 
Structure Floor By 
Floor 

"If every j.orson in 0;inadn ilioat- 
od a brick there would still be two 
million wnnted."' remarked a student 
yesterday when the IVparlnion: ot" 
.Vrchi lecture vislit-d il;c new winr 
of the Sun Life Uuildinc. The le- 
iii.ark was prompted by the infonn,;- 
ti»n that over ten million bricks wll! 
t-c tised In the completed structure. 
The Architectural student;, under 
Prof. Tume.'. were shown around the 
new wot'ks by C. J. Cook, of Cook 
and Lcitch, the contractors. Mr 
Cook, with the assistance of Mr. J. 
H. Brown. representing UK- 
architects, L>arl!ng and Pearson, and 
Mr. P. Cameron, the superintendant, 
explained interesting features flofr 
by floor and answered the questions 
thie 4th year students shot at them 

X-'pon entering the building tho 
pEj-ty vas lead to the contrattoi-s' 
fffice where I'lans for the evi.-iitual 
twenty. eight .^lorey builOiiig were 
pinned on the walls. Here Mr. Coolc 
gave a detailed description of the 
work with statistics taken from fhï 
architects' si'ecil'ications. The builU- 
inir is to be entirely taken up by th<! 
Sun L,ite staff, and is being crctrt'jd 
In sections. When the part under 
construction now is finishtd In thre!.' 
months time, it wili be occupied im- 
mediately and work w ill Tjegin on tlio 
next. 

Tho complete building will be over 
;<.iur hundred feet long by twu hun- 
dred feel wide. It will raise 'o ■• 
height of three hundred and <ig-;,iy 
foot. There are two floors tjudcr- 
ground. Eventually eighteen and a 
lialf million ■•ubic trot of space will 
be enclosed between the gronlte-clad 
walla. Supiwrtlng tiie tioori; and llifs 
weight of granite are fifteen thous- 
and tons of structural steel. This 
Btt-ol, in it.s turn, is supported on 
fooiinii;!, carried down lo rock.
